An American Team That Propose* to Try 


the Speed of the English Wheelmen, 


[Special Correspondence.] 


BOSTON, Feb. 14.—Although a number of 


English bicycle riders have visited this coun- 
try to display their prowess on the cinder 
path, It is only at this late day that a repre- 
xentative team ot American 'cyclists has set 
out for a test of speed with our transatlantic 
cousins. The team is composed of Wooclside, 
Temple and Morgan, all professionals. 
It 


will be interesting to watch their movements 
on the other side, because so much has been 
claimed for the "fastness" of American tracks 
as compared with those of England. 
All the 


fastest records have been, made on this side 
of the water, though it is yet to bo seen 
whether our champions can cut through Eng- 
lish fog as well as through American sun- 
shine. 


William Miller Woodsidu is I3(i years old, 


and was born in tha city of Philadelphia. 
His father's health was not goixl, which in- 
duced the family to cross tho Atlantic anil 
take up a residence hi thu north of Ireland. 
After finishing his education, young Wood- 
-side came to New York and engaged in busi- 
ness pursuits. He learned to ride tho bicycle 
in 1S73, but did not show much speed until 
IbTO, when he was a member of tho old Man- 
hattan Bicycle club, of Now York city. He 
soon became "club champion," and in 1SSO 
and 1SSL was considered the amateur cham- 
pion of the United States. In IbHl he went 
to Ireland, and the following year he won 
the ten and fifty mile amateur championships 
of that country. He next went to England, 
where he defeated such men us West and 
Frye, of Bristol; Vosser, of London, and 
others, winning eighty first and second prizes 
inside of twelve months. 


Coming again to New York, he mot John 


S. Prince, then thy American professional 
champion, but was defeated. Later on ho 
defeated irinco many times, and also showed 
his superiority over ull other 
American 


riders, and several years ago was looked upon 
as the fastobt man in America. Last .sum- 
mer, in the circuit of five tournaments, lie 
dofoatod ull comers, including 1'Yed Wood, 
tho great Leicester prote-ssioiml. In October 
he issued a challenge to all America for tliu 
championship and $1,000 a side; but, n.s no 
one seemed anxious to meet him, at II10 end 
of a month's time ho withdrew the cliullengu 
and now riyhtly considers himself Hie Aineri- 
cnn champion. 
He lias a flno jihysiime, 


stands 6 feet 1 inch, \\ei;;hs 1!X) pounds and is 
very active. He is probably the richest pro- 
fessional in America, as he owns real estate 
to the amount of $10,000, and is also heir to 
an extensive property in Ireland. 


Ralph Temple (whose real name, by the 


way, is Kriedberg), was born in Chicago May 
111, ISlM. He has been a'cyclist since IShy, 
and is very well known us a "road rider." 
He is also a trick or fancy rider of no mean 
order, and has given numerous exhibitions of 
this specialty all through the west. Ho is a 
well developed athletu, .stands 5 feet !i inehs, 
weighs HO pounds in training, and measures 
:!S inches chest, tuijjhs K! inches, calves 15 
inches. He comes of an old western family 
of note, and has contributed articles on 
'cycling subjects to tho loading Journals of 
the west. He Is a graduate of Kiio.t college 
in the state of Illinois. Mr. Temple Is to be 
matched for $1,000 against any man in the 
world at trick and fust riding. 


"William J. Morgan is the manager of the 


American team and long distance champion 
of America. Ho was born in Kngland 
in 
IWi'w. He learned 
to 
rido a bicycle 


when he was about 1G years old. Tu 1SSO he 
sailed for Canada, and settled in Toronto. 
Ho \%us the llrst man to introduce bicycle 
racing into Canada, and formed the tit. Catli 
arine Bicycle club. In ]88') he came to the 
.States and raced against Prince, Kollinsou, 
the Harrisons and otuei-s, being particularly 
fortunate at long distances. In tills Held he 
hassincedereatedilighum, Woodside, Hchock, 
Prince and many other riders of less note. 
Lost year he was matched for $1,000 in a six 
day contest against Albert Kehock. 
In this 


race Morgan astonished the cycling world by 
riding liliS miles (beating all previous records) 
without stopping or making one dismount. 
He lost this race, however, through an attack 
of sickness on the fifth day. Mr. Morgan 
stands 5 feet 7 inches high, and weighs 1 !."> 
pounds. Ho has been a frequent contributor 
of sporting articles to the press, and while 
abroad will act as the special correspondent 
of several journals.

The Theatre in the Future. 


The United States is to-day the. most 


liberal patron of dramatic artists. 
\Vo hav« 


nioro theatres than any country on earth and 
a greater number of people who make a liv- 
ing by entertaining the public than the cor- 
responding class in England, Franco and 
Germany. There are more places ol' anuisc 
uujiit in New York and its neighborhood to 
day than were in the, whole Union forty 
years ago. 
Time, waswhen the churches made 


the theatre unpopular outside of the very 
large cities. 
The concert and the lecture 


was the only relaxation permitted in the 
rural localities some twenty yeuis ago, Lut 
now every town of 5,CMX> inhabitants or ni,>n,' 
has its opera house, and theatre for occa- 
sional, if not regular, dramatic perform- 
ances.

Of course, every 
theatre is a practical school for teaching 
artists, but tho neophytes (vmnot ohtnin the 
all round instruction u hich the stage tie 
mands in all its departments. 
In New York 


there is now a dramatic school in operation, 
at the head of which is Mr. Franklin 
Sar- 


gent, where young men and women ure drilled 
in voice culture, pantomime, dramatic ex- 
oression, fencing, dancing and all the accom- 
plishments necessary to express emotion or 
portray character upon tho stage. There is 
really as much reason for dramatic schools as 
for training in any technical art. The .supe 
riurity in tho French acting drama is 11114110,- 
tioimbly due to the elaborate culture given 
to French artists in tho famous Conserva- 
toire. There are those who l>clie\e that the 
New York school will grow into an institution 
quite as important in its u ay.

Opera company. It is gratifying to know 
that there are a greater number of persons 
studying music, both vocal and instrumental, 
in the United .States than in any other coun- 
try.

SICK OF DAKOTA. 


Plain Words About the Chilly Land 


—Stay at Home. 


Now and then we hear of a Maoon 


county man who thinks he can better his 
condition by going to Dakota. Occasion- 
ally some farmer goes to that territory, 
which aspires to become a state, bnt h« 
don't stay long if he can get away. Glow- 
ing descriptions of the country are given, 
but they are always written in the sweet 
summer time. Here is the other side of 
the picture, written by a farmer from 
Vermilion county, who has the 


WINTKK BLAST AT DAKOTA 


published in the Danville Commercial of 
this week: 


When in old Illinois we longed for a 


dry country; here in Dakota it strikes UB 
that a little drowning is far better than 
drying up. We wanted to leave there 
and go where we could raise wheat; now 
we say, "Darn wheat at 10 or 15 bushels 
per acre and worth only 48c." 
We 


thought the novelty of roughing it would 
repay us for the hardships; boys, the nov- 
elty died long ago, but the hardship 
sticketh closer than a brother. We were 
told before coming here that stock would 
live on the range all winter. Now we 
see bow curious cuttle would look with 
their tails and hind feet sticking up while 
they nibbled off that sweet and very 
nutritions grass which sleeps many feet 
below the surface. 
Some one of our wise senators said a 


few years ago that Dakota would depop- 
ulate to a threat extent within several 
years. Now you just bet he was wrong, 
for we are here to stay. You wonder why 
we want to stay? It is for the same rea- 
son that the fellow staid in the peniten- 
tiary. If every man could get out of 
Dakota to-day us well off aa wheu he 
came here I'll bet 40 cents that the exo- 
dus would be equal tothut of Israel leav- 
ing Kgypt. Probably Providence sees 
something ahead of ue, but few of us fail 
to discern it. If I hud. bought laud in 
Illinois at 840 per acre and paid 7 or S 
per cent., I would have had a letter show 
for a home fit for a human being thau 1 
have here, and if I had lived as frugally 
and worked as hard sis I have here 1 
could have paid for a whole township. 


Snow banks 20 to 30 feet high are as 


common as mortgages all over the coun- 
try. If the snow goes off as slowly as it 
usually does, it will l>e the 4th of July 
l>efore it is all gone. Feed is scarce all 
over the country. Some are obliged to 
haul straw two or three miles; others go 
as fur to water. Those who go any dis- 
tance to water are obliged to haul for 
their milch cows, as their teats freeze if 
left out any length of time. You don't 
wonder at this when you learn that we 
have had it as low as 58 degrees below, 
and for several weeks as low as 40 degrees 
over since, only stopping long enough to 
snow anew when the old is worn out by 
being blown around. You see it's not 
fashionable to snow new snow while it is 
on a rampage. The snow is piled around 
our Louses until it is on the level with 
the tops of mosl of them. A part of 
most every day is spent by most of us in 
shoveling snow, so we can gel our slock 
out to water. I don't know what we will 
do when spring comes, as most of our stn- 
blos will fill with water as soon us a thaw 
comes. The same fate awaits a great 
many houses. 


I'll jusl say, boys, this is nol a painted 


picture. I have only hinted at facts 
which few of you would believe if I 
should tell you. I'll just say, if yon have 
any notion" of squandering four or five 
years of good life and a few hundred dol- 
lars, come here. If you have lots of 
money, which you want to loan on chattel 
mortgages, at'- or !} per cent per month, 
you can do it here. If you wnnt to live a 
happy chnstian life, anil make some mon- 
ey, stay, stay where you nre, or go where 
you don't have to be housed up for rive 
months out of the year.

WOiile it is culled branding, it really is not 


tbe use of a rtxlhot iron upon the flesh. The 
usual method of branding is really tattooing. 
Instruments similar 
to the hypodermic 


syringe are used to prick the ttesb full of 
little punctures, over which India ink, salt- 
petre or gunpowder is rubbed. This makes 
an indelible black mark, which nothing short 
of tho surgeon's kmfo can remove. It has 
al»uy« been customary to brand deserters in 
Franco nnd Knglaiul, but it never has been in 
the United States. Some effort was made 
years ago to havo deserters from the navy 
branded, but it wa.s not successful. The Brit- 
ish deserter is now branded two inches below 
the left armpit with a black D an ini-h long. 
Ho used to receive « 1) about two inches long 
on the left hip. The French deserter when 
convicted receives in time of peace a big red 
U right over the heart; in war he receives a 
bullot In the sumo place. Gen. Bragg's propo- 
sition is to tattoo in tho middle of tho back 
between tho shoulder blades a black 1) an 
inch long. This is where tho culprit cannot 
get at it to turn the letter into bomo tattooed 
device, such us sailors delight to put upon 
their bodies.
